One of the mysteries of the tour is 


why the show played Portland, Ore., for 
three days, then went to Aberdeen, 
Tacoma and Salem, and back to Portland 
for another three days at the same 
house, the Helig. This may have been 
necessary in the days when the Helig 
was a split-week vaudeville house, but 
that is not the policy of the house now. 
Another puzzler is why the attraction 
played four days in Saskatoon and only 
three days in the bigger and better cities 
of Edmonton and Calgary. 


Still harder to understand is the rea- 
son for going clear to the West Coast 
and then passing up San Francisco, 
Sacramento and the many towns thru 
the valley where Rose-Marie never has 
played. 

Equally inexplicable is the jump into 
and out of Texas, where the show played 
only those two distantly separated stands 
of El Paso and Wichita Falls and passed 
up the fine cities San Antonio, Houston, 
Dallas and Fort Worth—all guaranteed 
towns. 


To complete the puzzle, the show 
Stayed two weeks in Philadelphia, where 
it had three weeks of poor business last 
year, and practically died on its feet 
again, 

It was reported, earlier in the season, 
that the Rose-Marfe Company had been 
offered a dozen weeks or more of 
Canadian time, all with guarantee, but 
the offer was turned down. A Pacific 
Coast theatrical man also is understood 
to have offered to take over the show 
for about eight weeks, but couldn't get 
it. This was around the time that the 
company jumped from Portland to Los 


Angeles—the show leaving Portland Sun- 
day morning and arriving in the 
California city Tuesday, thereby missing 
Sunday and Monday performances. 

Incidentally, the exodus from California 
took place just after Christmas and the 
hardy Rose-Marie troupers were re- 
quired to spend New Year's in Bisbee, 
Ariz.

Despite the jerky writing that has 
gone into it and the even more uneven 
direction that has interpreted it, Warren 
F. Lawrence’s Conflict is an interesting 
and often a compelling play. That the 
weaknesses inherent in the script are not 
more evident is due undoubtedly to the 
excellent cast that plays it. 

There is much hokum in Conflict. In 
fact, there is so much that is obvious 
and artificial that the few delicate mo- 
ments are almost shattered. In the last 
analysis, the basic theme for this play 


is simple and, in itself, a forceful and 
effective idea. Yet the author has .be- 
come too complicated in the develop- 


ment of his plot. Instead of moving 
steadily toward his objective, he has be- 
come lost in the highways and byways 
of plot and counterplot. The result is 
that Conflict leaves the final impression 
of being a disjointed piece of theater. 
The central character is a mild-man- 
nered clerk. It is before the war and 
while everyone else is running off to 
enlist he remains and waits for the draft 
He becomes a famous “ace” and rises 
to the rank of captain. He becomes 
affluent. He gives orders whereas all his 
life he has been taking them. His 
subordinates idolize him. He is a hero.

It is a 
deft characterization that he con- 
tributes and one that does more than 
a little toward holding the weakly- 
linked scenes. together. Frank Mc- 
Hugh, as a tough but likable top ser- 
geant, gets the bulk of the comedy 
scenes, and tho the part is pure hokum, 
it makes for effective theater and does 
much toward giving a touch of lightness 
to Conflict. Seth Arnold as a brother 
flier also is amusing in a part that is 
overtheatrical. 

Peggy Allenby, as the wife, heads the 
feminine side of the cast and gives an 
intelligent interpretation. It is a weak- 
ness of the script, however, that her 
feelings toward her husband are not 
more clearly defined. After all, she holds 
the key to the situation and the full 
significance of the play cannot be 
grasped unless her feelings and reactions 
are explained. George Meeker is suitable 
as the suitor, and Dennie Moore makes 
the most of her opportunities as the 
stenographer-sweetheart of the air hero. 
Edward Arnold is capable in a stereo- 
typed part as a prosperous business man. 
The balance of the cast including Lois 
Arnold, Charles Scott, Joseph Boland, 
David Mann, Jack Mead, Albert Van 
Dekker, Jack Bennett and Mabel Allyn 
is excellent.

It is 
doubtful whether The Waldies would be 
vastly interesting even when played by 
the most talented actors, and there was 
certainly no individual performance 
yesterday which rose above the general 
dullness of the play. The best char- 
acterizations were Mr. and Mrs. Waldie 
as played by Jack Lee and Helen Luber. 
The latter had a rather difficult part 
to play and handled it very intelligently. 
Jack Lee was very much more than 
adequate and gave a consistent inter- 
pretation of his role, altho he weakened 
somewhat in the more emotional scenes.

Edwin Gilcher played competently as 
Aleck Waldie, the wayward son, but he, 
too, was less believable when called upon 
to portray intense emotion, and he did 
a little more “mugging” than was 
necessary.

One Blaze Every Week 
Among 1.200 Houses, 
Official Says 


NEW YORK, March 11.—Managers of 
vaudefilm houses will shortly be called 
upon to extend their fullest co-opera. 
tion to the fire department here in the 
further reduction of fire hazards by 
refusing to tolerate the use of film that 


has been used five times and thus is 
prittle or otherwise an inflammatory 
substance, Capt John J McCarthy, 


detailed to fire headquarters in charge 
of the division of places of public as. 
sembly, declared today. 

“Operators know that the greatest 
danger to safety is the use of old or 
patched film, which necessarily is under 
the hazardous scrutiny of a hirh- 
powered light within the projector,” he 
said “We already have reduced the 
number of fires so that there is but one 
fire a week, On an average, in 1,200 
houses, all of them of minor proportion 
But while we find it easy to keep fires 
out of vaudeville houses despite the in- 
creasing hazards backstage, the projec- 
tion booth in the vaudefilmers has cre- 
ated an additional danger with which 
we should like to cope so as to eliminate 
the possibilities of fire in these houses 
to practically zero. 

“The possibilities of fire in a vaude- 
ville house are greater backstage than 
in the legit. houses because of the moral 
hazard of a greater number of tran- 
sients, the constant influx of scenery 
and paraphernalia, and the use of fire 
or combustibles by many acts. 

“Performers who come in from out of 
town are generally not acquainted with 
the local law, which requires them to 
obtain a permit if they wish to use an 
open flame or a combustible in their 
act. They come in on a Sunday morn- 
ing and put on their act that night 
without conferring with the fire de- 
partmeht or attempting to find out the 
fire laws of this city. 

“But the most potent cause of fires 
in vaudefilmers is the use of motion 
pictures, and unless managers can as- 
sure us of their fullest co-operation to 
refuse to do business with film ex- 
changes which, unscrupulously or inad- 
vertently, supply them with film that 
has seen better days and thus become 
inflammatory agents, we shall have to 
incur the law's force in maintaining 45 
rigid a discipline over them as we havc 
kept over the fires backstage.”

NEW YORK, March 11.—If plans laid 
last week by C. Wesley Fraser material- 
ive, the RKO Family Time Department 
will undergo several beneficial changes 
before the end of the month. For one 
the six bookers working under Fraser wi!l 
no longer be confined to their desks all 
year round, but will be afforded frequent 
opportunities to visit their territories 
maintain more intimate contacts with 
house managers and theater operators 
and devote a regular period each month 
to scouting for additional houses in adja- 
cent territory. Fraser presented a bare 
ketch of his ideas for the department 
to his staff last week and these factors 
were involved in his recital 

As far as is known Fraser’s idea of yiv- 
ing bookers an opportunity to get out 
and see for themselves the character of 
the houses for which they are buying 
icts is new as a routine procedure in 
the major circuit Up until now, with 
few exceptions, bookers have been tied 
down daily to their stations and have 
been forced to call upon their imagina- 
tions and hearsay to help them decide 
what type of bills are best sulted to 
particular houses, 

In his outline of the operation of the 
new system of personal contact with 
houses, Fraser suggested that its success- 
ful operation will enable bookers not 
only to buy better-sulted shows, but will 
introduce them as new factors in busi- 
ness building. With the establishment 
of personal contacts with house execu- 


tives and independent theater owners 
using RKO acts, shows can be laid out 
to best serve a house’s peculiar problem 
Bookers are now supplied with the ti- 


tles of feature films accompanying their 
shows and also the prices being paid by 
theaters for them. With this informa- 
tion on tap the process of buying acts 
to fill a portion of a show is not as blind 
as it was before the system was insti- 
tuted. 

Salarv-setting details are also slated to 
undergo a change with the enforcement 
of the Fraser policy of intensified per- 
sonal contacts with houses. With book- 
ers better acquainted with house oper- 
ators it is believed that acts bound down 
to a maximum salary will be enabled to 
get more money for certain dates on con- 
dition that house managers are willing to 
pay the added sum In this way acts 
formerly lost to RKO because the home 
office staff could not agree with the'r 
salary demands will be able to play for 
the circuit on their own conditions pro- 
vided they are okayed by individual 
house-budget keepers. 


There will be no immediate change in 
the Boston RKO offfte, according to C. 
Wesley Fraser, who still keeps regular 
surveillance over it altho stationed in 
New York as head of the Family Time 
Department. Fraser remains as nominal 
head of Boston and has appointed John 
Connelly as his representative altho 
Connelly is not in virtual charge of the 
office. Fraser expects to make monthly 
trips to Boston, altho he keeps in con- 
stant touch with the Hub office by 
phone and wires several times weekly.

The silent picture 

director who studies the new medium 
50 5 Fe It rests with the in- 


Q—Will stace upplant the pres- 


ent screen stars in dialog pictures? 
A—No. Some stage players will have 
sensational success on the talking screen. 
So will many of the present film stars.

Again, 
it depends upon individual. The 
stage player will find his or her trained 
voice a great asset. The established film 
player has demonstrated screen per- 
sonality, and is used to working before 
the cameras. If there is any advantage, 
it probably goes to the present film 
players. 

Q—Is beauty still important in pic- 
tures? 

A.—More so than ever. The voice ex- 
presses sO much of personality that 
beauty takes on a new meaning in talk- 
ing pictures. A melodious voice will never 
take the place of physical beauty, but it 
can add to it. It stands to reason that 
the player of pleasing appearance who 
has a good voice will be more acceptable 
to the public than one just as physically 
attractive, but with a less melodious 
voice.

Q—Then it is not true that beauty 
is a drug on the market in Hollywood? 

A-—Certainly not; that is, real beauty. 
It is true that Hollywood is full of pretty 
girls and good-looking boys who will 
never amount to anything on the screen.

It is a near bill that the 
Provincetown Players are offering for th 
fourth production of the season. How- 
ever, there is a gleam of light in Virgil 
Geddes’ The Earth Between. It offers 
the glimmer of a hope that the author 
will eventually do something of con- 
sequence. This, his first professional 
play, in a disjointed and sparsely written 
piece that, in itself, leaves something to 
be desired, but which reveals the grop- 
ings of a fertile mind, the feelings of a 
sensitive soul from which a more sturdv 
and capable vehicle for the theater will 
come. 

Judging from this initial effort it 
would appear that Geddes has unusual 
powers of observation, deep insight and 
fine feeling. He lacks the technic, how- 
ever, to weld them into an effective 
medium of drama. In the first place, 
the writing that has gone into the eight 
episodes has been done with such rigid 
economy that, at best, one can get no 
more than a fleeting insight into the 
situations, let alone a full grasp of the 
continuity or a proper understanding of 
the characters. 

These episodes are comprised of only 
a few lines, the balance of the time be- 
ing devoted to pauses, poses and what 
not. The result is that the entire play 
is done at a snail's pace, which 1s further 
accentuated by the many long breaks 
between the episodes necessitated by the 
changing scenes. Thus, every time the

lights are turned on between scenes, the 
illusion is broken and the continuity 


shattered. 

However, withall, there is a certain 
poetic beauty about the writing, a depth 
and -character to the play as a whole 
that rises above the many weaknesses in 
construction and the limitations in the 
production. Geddes has something to 
say but, as yet, his power of expression 
1s weak 

The Earth Between is the sordid story 
of a Nebraska farmer who is madly in 


love with his own daughter. He sees in 
her both the physical and _ spiritual 
qualities of her dead mother. He desires 


her. He ts jealous of every male who so 


much as casts wanton eyes on her. The 
two farmhands, one of whom is his own 
nephew, are targets for his jealousy. But 


his daughter is fond of them, especially 
Jake, who is no relation. 

The bond of interest between the girl 
and Jake finally reaches that point where 
it becomes evident. The father cannot 
stand it any longer. He sees the poSe- 
ibility of his girl being taken away 
from him. He orders the youth from the 
house and forces him to sleep in the 
barn. Jake catches pneumonia and dies. 
The nephew discovers that the father 
had hidden the medicine that would 
have saved Jake. He threatens to tell. 


He is finally ordered to leave. In the 
end, with Jake dead and the nephew 
gone, the father has the girl to himself 


Considering the technical limitations 
of the Provincetown stage, The Earth 
Between has received remarkably effec- 
tive treatment. It is not a pretty play at 
best, but it has been handled with in- 
telligence and sincerity. These qualities 
are its saving grace. 

The play is fortunate in having the 
services of a cast of capable players.

For those who have a more or less 
thoro understanding of French there is 
evidently much to enjoy in the lines and 
the lyrics to judge from the response 
some of the dialog drew. There is none 
of the pep, youth, melody and dancing 
that make American musical shows 
universally understood 

It is only the two above mentioned 
comedians who succeed in rising above 
the language limit Their artistry 
is undeniable and both drew gales of 
laughter by their inimitable pantomime, 
an art in which the French are supreme 

In construction, the production is dif- 
ferent from the American show. There 
is no attempt at working up climaxes. 
The curtains are woefully weak, the 
songs are poorly spotted and there ap- 
pears to be no attempt to develop a 
logical routine 

George Foix, evidently a well-known 
French juvenile, has little to do. Sonia 
Alny, the third featured member of the 
troupe, is similarly handicapped, altho 
the French artiste — willing te 
stand for such construction, even tho it 
gives him little op portunity for reveal- 
ing his talents.

Here is one of the outstanding freaks 
of the season. Indiscretion is the most 
incredible, obvious and clumsiest piece 
of theatrical claptrap that has hit Broad- 
way in a generation. It may be that 
Myron C. Fagan, author, producer and 
director of this museum piece, brought 
the play in as a novelty. The difficulty 
is, however, that there is no logical rea- 
son for holding such a belief. The writ- 
the acting and the staging is all 
very serious, and if the audience laughs 
heartily at any and all situations, it is 
because they are so obviously antique. 

One thing is certain: Indiscretion js 
not for Broadway, altho it may prove 
os to stock companies in the 
cities. There is, to be sure, 3 
tendency 10w to revive the plays of years 
gone by, such as After Dark and The 
Octoroon. Fagan may have thought he 
could hit the public’s fancy by doing 
something similar in a modern vein. His 
intentions were far better than his reali- 
zation of them. 


is play has more complications tha 

all the other current dramatic attractions 
rolled into one. It seems that 18 years 
ago a boy and a girl fell hopelessly in 
love in Venice. He was the scion of a 
great railroad magnate. His father 
planned for him to marry the daughter 
of another great railroad king, thus bind- 
ing the two interests. The boy did not 
love girl, however, and was deter- 
mined to marry the girl of his choice. 
He lives with his love in Venice, tho they 
are without benefit of clergy. They are 
supremely happy. 


The day before they are to be officially 
wed, the villain arrives. He is an emissary 
from the rail king, with word that his 
employer is dying and crying for his son. 
The boy finally agrees to go, promising 
to return within a few days. The dirty 
villain, however, has left a newspaper 
announcing the engagement of the boy 
to the girl back home. 


The second act is laid 18 years later. 
The girl is a great actress. She has not 
seen her lover since he left her in Venice, 
altho his place in her life has never been 
filled. Finally. he turns up

young daughter, who is in love with the 
author of the actress’ starring vehicle. 
In the meantime, the villaih has been 
trving to make the actress. He has told 
the lover that she is a loose woman. He 
has told her that the lover married the 
girl back home, and that the child is the 
result of this alliance. 

In the big scene, it develops that the 
child is the offspring of their romance 
The lover had néver married, but had 
spent his life searching for her. The 
villain had told she was dead, and 
offered him records to prove such. There 
are a hundred and one minor complica- 
tions, equally as farfetched and of similar 
prop proportions 

If the actors strive hard enough, it is 
not sufficient to lift Indiscretion from 
the ranks of the ridiculous. The direc- 
tion has killed whatever chances they

The performances are 
stiff, over-theatrical and stagey. There 


is no finesse, 
ness. 

Minna Gombell does everything possi- 
ble with an impossible role, but it is too 
much for her, as, indeed, it would be for 
anyone. Arthur Vinton is the villainest vil- 
lain that has appeared in these parts in 
many a day. To put it mildly, he puts 
i ar too thick and kills what little 
possibility of credence the part might 
have held. 

Betty Lancaster, as the daughter, gives 
the most believable performance in the 
play. She is delightful. Harland Tucker 
is suitable as the lover and father, and 
Harold Elliott strives manfully with the 
hokumish part of the playwright. Louis 
Kimball is hampered by a prop “good 
fellow” part that it is asking a bit too 
much to believe in. Lora Rogers and 
Diantha Pattison play the two lesser 
roles. 

Among the best features of this produc- 
tion are the excellent settings of Eddie 
Eddy.

She Got What She Wanted is a casual 
little farce that should afford anyone 
an evening’s mild entertainment, with 
absolute endeas from the necessity of 


thinking about the play or believing it. 
It is never hilariously funny, but at 
least it never gets boring, and it de- 


Serves a reasonable run as a decompres- 
sion chamber for audiences which are be- 
ginning to feel the effects of too. many 
problem plays. 

The plot concerns Mahyna, who finds 
Boris, her husband, insufficiently ro- 
mantic, and decides to run away with 
Eddie, the small-time sax. player. So 
she explains all of this to Boris, who is 
accommodatingly philosophic about it 
and lets her go. But Eddie, it seems, 
has something else on his mind and 
fails to show up at the station, so rather 
than inconvenience Boris, who has made 
arrangements for a divorce, she does the 
next best thing and marries Dave, their 
very hard-boiled boarder. 

The second act finds them living in 
the same apartment, with Boris as the 
boarder and Dave the unromantiec hus- 


band, and Eddie walks in again with 
elaborate explanations for his disappear- 
ance 


Mahyna still thinks that he may 
represent the soul of true love and again 
decides to run away with him, but by 
the time she gets to the station, Eddie 
is on his way to Chicago and there is 
nothing for her to do but return home. 
In the meantime Boris has grown in- 
creasingly attractive to her as a result of 
his night club education, and Dave has 
gotten into one of those mixups with 
Johnny Law that hard-boiled guys are 
forever getting into. It all comes out very 
nicely in the end, and she finds that 
Boris is after all the soul of true love, 
just as you could have told her back 
in the first act. 
Galina Kopernak is the attractive and 
bewildered Mahyna and gives a pleasing 
performance. Alan Brooks is competent- 
ly wistful as the understanding Boris, 
and William Pike is good as the 
racketeer. Franklyn Ardell was excep- 
tionally good in the role of Eddie, part- 
ly because he is a clever actor and partly 
because the author gave Eddie all of the 


best lines in the show. Eddie is the 
show off, the song and dance man, and 
Roy Lane of Broadway all rolled into 
one, all of which makes pretty good 


comedy material. Eddie, as a matter of 


fact, is the whole show, and Franklyn 
Ardell makes the audiences laugh at him 
even when he uses wisecracks that must 
have been stale when Eddie was a little 
boy. Aubrey Beattie has a bit as the 
Irish policeman and plays it well 
enough.

Crawling up from ‘way down the line 
of picture producers and theater heads, 
William Fox has within a comparatively 
short time gone to the front 

In so doing, he has placed Paramount 
in second place, and with the pride of 
this company doubtless a little hurt, it 
will probably enter the race and at- 
tempt to regain its position. The re- 

rted tieup with Radio-Keith-Orpheum 
is far from improbable. With things as 
they are, one needs the other, and Para- 

unt, as everyone close to the company 
non ws, is not going to stand by and be 
minimized if the Department of Justice. 
as it has so far in the merger era, keeps 
to its hands-off policy. 

Speculation is rife as to how the op- 
posing giants will shape up. The trade 
has ground for the belief that United 
Artists will swing into the Fox-Loew 
group. Universal and Columbia, which 
will find it difficult to go it alone in the 
face of things, would go to the Para- 
mount side, it is felt, while the Warner 
Bros.-First National group is doubtful. 

Altho it does not seem now that this 

roup would swing with Paramount— 
or Fox-Loew, either, for that matter— 
the direction in which it leans toward 
an ultimate tieup will tell a big story, 
if it leans at all. 

Warners may attempt to build up a 
third giant and fight for companies that 
others will find it to their advantage 
to seek, and, if they do this, the battle- 
field will be an interesting one to watch. 

It will be interesting, also, to the De- 
partment of Justice, unless it is to be no 
more feared than the general attitude in 
the amusement industry would indicate.

ILM CENSORSHIP, in spite of al! 
F that has been said against it, must 

be credited with one big redeeming 
feature in that the mere existence of 
this legal entertainment 
inspires the public at large with con 
fidence in the moral tone of screen 
amusement. 

The flashing of that label, “passed by 
the board of censorship”, indicates to a 
audience that the entertainment 
about to be offered has been given the 
stamp of approval as to its propriety.

EDWARD A. HOFF, of La Oryoya, 
Peru, has invented skates the user of 
which does not glide, but accomplishes 
locomotion with long, easy leaps. The 
runner of the skate is a broad, flat steel 
bar, with the end bowed upward so that 
it overhangs the runner. The device is 
attached to the foot of the skater by a 
plate and interposed between the run- 
ner and the footplate is a shock-absorb- 
ing arrangement made up of a coiled 
spring and front and rear toggle-levers 
connected to the corresponding ends of 
the spring and runner. Each end of 
the runner terminates in an eye, which 
is pivoted to an extremity of the cor- 
responding toggle-lever, the later in 
turn being pivoted in bearings beneath 
the footplate The impacts of the 
leaper with the ground are taken up by 
the shock-absorbing arrangement of 
spring and toggle-levers. As soon as the 
force of impact is expended the spring, 
which has been extended by the shock, 
contracts and draws the toggle-levers 
back to their normal positions.

HANS STOCH SARRASANT, of Circus 
Sarrasani, is referred to as the Barnum 
of the white tops in Germany. He owns 
the Coliseum, Dresden, where the show 
usually inaugurates its opening. For in- 
stance, he gives but one show a day on 
Monday, Tuesday, Thursday and Friday. 
Wednesday and Saturday two perform- 
ances are given. The show plays from 
three days to six weeks in each spot, with 
no parades. The big top accommodates 
10,000. The program includes a Chinese 
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troupe, 31 in all; there are five Japanese 
troupes, besides a Morocco troupe of 
Arabs, numbering 22. The running time 
of the program is four hours usually, 
with 10 minutes’ intermission. Prices are 
20 cents to $2. The show plays ih the 
winter in a specially constructed portable 
frame building, equipped similarly to a 
theater. They have their own fire de- 
partment. Sarrasani carries 24 elephants, 
225 horses, 18 camels, 10 water buffaloes, 
150 lions, 20 white polar bears, 15 tigers 
and seven high-school horse numbers. 
The show is said to compare favorably 
with the Ringling-Barnum Circus. An- 
other feature is the fact that the show 
is motorized—five-ton trucks are used to 
transport the equipment and 185 trucks 
and trailers are used in the caravan. Six 
tractors are carried. The big animals, 
however, are moved by train. The show 
also carries two complete tent outfits. 
While one is being used, the other out- 
fit is up and ready in the next town. 

GORDON BOSTOCK, who tried to 
educate English to our three-ring circus 
custom at Empress Hall, Earl’s Court, 
London, tells some amusing experiences 
in connection therewith. “This bloom- 
ing American,” one jaded Briton was 
overheard to say, “has three rings, think- 
ing we will come back three times to see 
his circus.” “In each ring there is a 
complete circus going on,” another Eng- 
lishman complained, as he focused his 
monocled eye. Bostock says the three- 
ring circus idea will never prove popular 
or practical in England, as the English- 
men will only look at one thing at a 
time, and he also attributes his failure to 
the King’s illness, which has temporarily 
injured show business there. 

WILLIAM SEGUR, manager of the 
Eden Musee, Coney Island, is becoming 
itchy for the season to open. They are 
offering 152 figures of 50 different 
groups, with an exposition front in the 
best location on Surf avenue. Some time 
ago Sam W. Gumpertz, owner of the 
Musee, refused $100,000 for the place. 
Manager Segur was formerly with Dream- 
land Park; he designs and makes the wax 


figures. His wife, Lillian, makes the 
costumes. She is a former variety per- 
former. 


GEORGE (NAPOLEON) BROWN, for- 
mer pedestrian in vaudeville and cham- 
picn toe and heel walker, who makes the 
announcements at the New York State 
Fair, is priming himself to become a 
free-act salesman for a well-known New 
York firm. Brown operates a theatrical

As a matter 
of fact, many parks will have but little 
additional equipment. There are many 
on the other hand that will make ad- 
ditions few or many, so that in the long 
run such additions will be notable when 
it comes to the matter of money ex- 
pended for them. 

Manufacturers of devices and park 
equipment of all kinds give the encour- 
aging information that their sales so far, 
and their prospective sales, are heavy 
enough to justify the belief that the 
grand total will be many thousands of 
dollars above what was placed in amuse- 
ment resorts last year.

Baltimore, Md.; Newark, N. J.; Easton, 
Pa., and at least six more towns I can 
name offhand had not seen a jam 
man in several months. And I still in- 
sist that med. men, sock pecalers, fukum 
workers, pen men and every other kind 
of worker has done his share to 
close towns. Of course, if Doc has a 
guilty conscience, and for that reason 
has singled the med. man as the one that 
I had reference to in my pipes, well, that 
cannot be helped, and I shall have to 
apologize, as I am only a young boy in 
the business and await an early reply 
from the esteemed doctor in regard to 
his views on the subject. I would also 
like state that it is merely justice to 
all that caused me to send in the pipes 
in question, as Iam not a jam man per- 
sonally, but have worked off joints and 
have taken the tips of a jam man and 
worked them to good success. Of course, 
it i¢ human nature to find excuses or 
alibis for everything in general, and, as 
the jam man is in the minority, he 
naturally feels the barb of our malice. 
As a word of advice or gentle reminder 
to my college friend, let him note that 
extract from the Bible which reads: ‘Let 
him that is without sin cast the first 
stone,’ or words to thet effect.

M. B. SNAUFFER, piping from Co- 
lumbus, O., is weary of listening to the 
fellows who have just had “big days” 
M. B. says he works offices and busi- 
ness plants only, making no pitch, and 
the superior airs of the pitchman, high 
and low, give him a pain. “It’s dis- 
gusting to meet a street man such as I 
met in Buffalo,” he complains, naming 


the particular glasscutter worker. “This 
fellow seemed to think he was a sort 
of superior genius. I watched him work 
with his partner. Another disgusting 
thing is the jam man. I run into places 
sometimes where he has worked in my 
line and am constantly told nothing 
doing because the last man here was a 
gyp What the pitchman needs is a 


centrally located bureau of information 
such as the N, P. 8S. P. A. has tried to 
establish. I am going into a clean-cut 
photo kidnaping business about April 
1. I'm a greenhorn at that and would 
like to hear from some of the oldtimers.” 


A. L. CLARKE offers some straight 
dope on the situation as he found it in 


Georgia, Alabama and Tennessee this 
winter. “Tobacco was moving freely at 
Springfield, Tenn., late in January,” he 
says, “but the reader was high and I 
went back to Nashville. Georgia is open 
to ex-service men who have a 50 p. c. or 
better disability. Others must pay the 
State and county readers, $100 a year. 


No lesser license if you are in a vehicle. 
Alabama is open to disabled service men 
of any war, as to State and county, but 
the city license is high and most of the 
towns that are any good are closed. The 
Alabama law gives anyone with a cer- 
tificate from a doctor showing he is un- 
able to perform manual labor a ped- 
dler’s license free, as to State and 
county, but the cities still tax you as 
they see fit. In Tennessee the State and 
county grant exemption to indigent or 
disabled veterans of any war, provided 
your stock is not valued at more than 
$500. This law holds good in munici- 
palities. If you are not a veteran the 
State comptroller leaves it for the county 
clerk to decide. In most places I buy 
a regular license. not over $7.50, State, 
and 86, city, for three months. Then I 
buy a peddler’s license, which is the one 
really applying to my line. North Georgia 
is fair. South Georgia and Alabama 
very bad this season. East Tennessee 
Was rotten for me, on sox. West Ten- 
nessee, fair. Tobacco section, good. Let’s 
hear more from Kentucky, Oklahoma, 
Texas and Arkansas. Alabama has li- 
cense inspectors in almost every county, 
who get a 15 p. c. fee for carrying you 
up, and they don’t miss you. About half 
of the towns in Tennessee can be worked 
profitably.” 


ELMER G. BERBERICH pipes from 
Covington, Ky., advising that he will go 
into the med. game shortly. How he 
got his start in the outdoor amusement 
field is related by Elmer. It is an in- 


teresting story. He writes: “Just out of

curiosity, about two years ago, I pur- 
chased my first copy of The Biilbvard 
and will say I found it so interesting 
that I have seldom missed reading an 
issue since. Early last year my attention 
was attracted to an advertisement in 
your columns featuring an African dip. 
The proposition really looked good to 
me, and I referred same to a fellow, who 
heppened to be unemployed at the time. 
He pleaded with me to buy the outfit, 
expressing his willingness to attend to 
ite entire operation on a percentage 
basis. Well, I can frankly say The Bill- 
board has already paid me handsome 
returns On my investment. The game 
was entirely new to me, but I knew by 
applying practical business methods that 
it was bound to prove a successful ven- 
ture. I merely directed its operation, 
during which time I came in contact 
with many concessionaires, most of 
whom I found to be likable fellows, but, 
apparently, struggling for existence. I 
analyzed the entire situation. I found 
it largely their fault when they com- 
plained of not making any money. What- 
ever the game or device it must offer 
an appeal. The outfit should be attrac- 
tive and flashy instead of a rag front. 
Don’t argue with the public. On the 
contrary, be friendly with people, as this 
will tend to give repeat business, night 
after night, and it is repeat business or 
sales that count in any business. If the 
proposition is not right, it would be ad- 
visable to switch over to another or else 
remain at home, thereby saving time, 
money and grief. Of course, I played 
some poor spots where my receipts were 
small, due to the weather or heavy un- 
employment in a particular section. I 
am only referring to live territory— 
places where I played and got the money 
every night and found other concession- 
aires unable to meet even expenses. With 
the exception of a few fairs I operated 
in this territory exclusively, as my other 
interests prevented me traveling. Of 
course, I expect to again operate my 
outfit this season, which I find to be 
very entertaining and profitable. I ex- 
pect to eventually organize a platform 
medicine show and would like to read 
some expressions thru your columns from 
some of the firms or individuals operat- 
ing medicine shows, I have observed 
that pitchmen and others are always 
mentioning something about working 
conditions in different territories and of- 
fering suggestions about certain items 
that should sell well in some particular 
section, which leads me to believe some 
members of the medicine fraternity 
might be willing to tell me how to pro- 
ceed in organizing a show. Possibly some 
of the medicine manufacturers would be 
willing to contribute some information 
along this line.”

Jewelers who conspire to drive 
out the whitestone and cheap jewelry 
workers are just plain boobs.
